New York, Nov. 1(5.—The full tevt of 
the resolution given out by the National 
Hoard of the National Anu'rican \Yoman 
Sufrrage association, reganiing tho much 
discussed question of re-introducing the 
Shafroth resolution in the sixtj'-fourth 
congress, reads as follows: 


"Tho national boai-<l of the ^National 
American Woman Suffrage association, 
following its custom of rorty-iive years, 
lias instructed the national congressional 
committee to reintroduce the Susan» B. 
Anthony amendment in the sixty-fourth 
congress. 
The last annual convention of 
tho national association instructeil the 
board and the .congressional committee 
to pursue work on the Shafroth resolu- 
tion, but owing to the misconceptions of 
and opposition to the Shafroth amend- 
ment on th.> part of man}' aiJiliated or- 
ganizations. the national board is im- 
willing to take the responsibility of re- 
introdticing (he Shafroth amendment in 
the sivty-fovirth congress and considers 
it advisable to 
leave 
to 
the 
annual 
cotivention the decision as to whether or 
not the. Shafroth amendment 
shall he 
continued as a subsiduary measure of 
legislation." 


Tho board also gave «lut the following 
letter 
from 
Mrs. 
-Medill 
.McCormick, 
chairman of the congressional commit- 
tee. reviewing the national's experience 
with the .Shafroth resolutioti: 


"For 
forty-livo 
years 
the 
National 
American Woman Suffrage association 
has been fighting for the federal amend- 
ment which would give tho women of 
the whole comitry tho right to vote and 
put an end to the longhand wearisome 
state campaigns. 
Owing to political and 
social conditions that amendment 
has 
progressed but slowly. 
Two }'ear8 ago 
the congressional committee of the na- 
tional association evolved the Shafrotli 
amendment as a 'pathbreaker' for the 
Susan 
B. 
Anthony 
amendment. 
Tli^ 
Shafroth was intendwl to give us more 
states and thus enable us more, quickly 
to secure the federal amendment,, which 
wo all want and for which we arc all 
working. 


"The vShafroth resolution, it must 
be 
frankly said, has interested 
constitu- 
tional lawyers and public "'men . much 
more keenly than it has interested the 
women. 
Among our own people it has 
won intelleutual converts, but very few 
emotional converts. 
It is much easier to 
silcnce the critic in debate than it is to 
inspire real allegiance to it. 
This is 
because ^le Shafroth resolution is an 
intricate piece of legislation. 
After all, 
you knoM^, women are not very diflferen^ 
from, men in their relish for simple is- 
sues, and simple slogans., Trj^ing to en- 


the establishment 
of regional 
reserve 
banks. 
They are all goo<l tunes but 
they are not the tunes you march to. 


'Tnder the circumstances, the congres- 
sional committee has had two courses 
before it. 
The committee cotild set out 
dclinitely--regardle.s.s of tJie time, money 
and energy involved—to set before the 
women of the coimtry the real signifi- 
cance of the Shafroth resolution 
and 
what wc heli?ve to be its iK^oli-ftil and 
contributory relationshij) 
to the 
older 
and 
broader 
amendment. 
'The 
sec- 
ond course was to leave that work pretty 
much to time and the logic of events 
As at pre.sent con.stitute<l tJie eonunitt. c 
believes that the 
latter is the wiser 
course. 
Tlie Shafroth antendincni <-atnc 
into cxisteiu'o to meet certain definite 
political needs, and when the women of 
the country see those needs for them- 
selves and out of their own expt-rience, 
they will know whetiier they want 
it 
oi iu)t. 
They have never really ratified 
the Shafroth amendment thougli 
they 
have stood by the committee very hand- 
sotnely aiul «-Xfiressed etitire confidence 
in its ability and its spirit. 
While th,> 
present committee goes out of existence 
next 
December and cannot, of course, 
speak for its successor, wo wish to make 
plain 
our 
feeling that 
tlie 
Shafroth 
should not be introduced until the wo- 
men of the country are satisfied that 
they have gone as far as they can go in 
pushing the Susan B. Anthony amend- 
ment."

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Industrial Accidents 
in Indiana. 


Operation of the new workmen's «»ompensation law in Indiana 
js not onl}^ affording an easy and satisfactory method of legal ad- 
justment for liability, but it is giving -^/be public a new insight into 
both the extent and the source of the industrial mishaps which kill 
and maim. 
Figures compiled by the state industrial commission 
from reports of accidents which must now be made to them under 
the law indicate a frequency of perianal injury that would have 
hardly been suspected before accurate information was at hand. 


Take the report on Indiana for October, for example. 
Twenty- 
one persons ^verc killed in accidents :md 2,762 injured. Of this num- 
ber, 310 accidents injured employes <»f railroad corporations and sev- 
eral hundred occurred in the 'building trades. 
Four deaths were 
caused by electrocution. 
The expense for medical aid in these cases 
amounted to $1,896. A great number of accidents, 1,345, occurred 
to men betAveen 16 and 30 years ojld. 
Sixty-eight women employes 
suffered accidents. The average weekly Avage of men injured ranged 
from $63 a week to $3 a week a-od averaged $13.17. 
The weekly 
wage of women ranged from $12 a-week to $3 a week and averaged 
$4.00 a week. 


In this particular month it ajj^ears that both the railroads and 
the bnildiiig trades contributed rather more than their share to the 
total of injuries and deaths—a 1 arger proportion, indeed, than has 
been noted recently. 
In the carse of the railroads, settlem'ent will 
for the most part be made outfdde the new compensation laAV for 
the reason that the roads acceptied the alteniath^e of this choice be- 
fore the new law went into effject. Observation is convincing the 
commission that employers and employes alike are uniting in the 
educational propaganda to prevent accident and to reduce to a 
minimum tlie dangers that beffet industrial operations in this state. 
As has been jn-eviously remarkfjd, this sort of conservation is the big 
idea behind the new system no5v being given a trial in Indiana.

The fact that after'the lapse of some months but a single case 
is found to require the attention of the Allen county grand' jury 
seems to plainly indicate that we're getting better hereabouts. 
Doubtless some of our envious neighbors, however, will insist that 
Fort Wayne is merely succeeding in avoiding detection of its short- 
comings, and that if the whole truth were known isn't any better 
than it ought to be. 
'Twas always thus.

Evansville, Ind., Nov. 16.—Governor of 
one of the Pribiloff islands, pioneer in 
electrical devices and comrade of Wil- 
liam F. Cody (Buffalo Bill) is the life 
story of William Gavitt, broker of this 
city, and cousin of Frank Gavitt, former 
state senator and traction magnate of 
Whiting, Ind. 


Gavitt says he is the man who put 
the telephone on the map in Indiana. He 
brought the first telephone instrument 
to Evansville in 1879, and he believes 
thie first voice transmitter was the first 
in the state. 
From Boston, Mass.. he 
brought ten instruments he had obtained 
from Theodore Vail, then president of 
the Bell telephone system. 
At first he 
c-ncountered many 
difficulties. 
People 
said the telephone intruded on the pri- 
vacy of the home; that it was the lazy 
man's invention; 
encouraged idleness; 
was 
a 
"hardship 
on 
errand 
boys"; 
"sounded like a ghost in 4,he cellar," or 
"like a ghost speaking." 


Gavitt says that one wealthy man ap- 
proached by him on the subject of a 
partnership, criticised him as visionary 
and said that he would never get 100 
subscribers in Evansville. 
Gavitt 
got 
the agency for the telephone in this dis- 
trict while its use was in its infancy 
and he started a ten-telephone exchange. 
In Boston Vail said to Gavitt: "There 
will come a time when you will want to 
talk to me and you will not have to 
come to Boston to do it." 
Both these 
men have lived to see this 
prophecy 
come true. 


Gavitt, who has seen the wedding of 
the telephone and modern business, also 
witnessed the 
first 
fights 
that 
were 
waged against this new invention. 
The 
telegraph companies wore 
among 
the 
strongest opponents of the telephone. 


The first electric light ever seen in 
this 
city was also brought hore 
by 
Gavitt. 
He offered to put in a plant for 
what the gas Avould cost for three years, 
but his proposal was rejected. 
Gavitt 
was at one time governor of St. George 
Island, in the Pribilofi' group, having 
been appointed to this position during 
the Cleveland administration. He crossed 
the plains with Buffalo Bill, was the tel- 
egrapher for the Santa Fe railroad, when 
the road extended only to La, Junta, Col., 
and later was with the Union Pacific| 
Gavitt was a personal friend of Daniel 
\X. 
\'oorhees, for many years United 
States senator from Indiana.

the

meetings, which is 34,637, an increase of 
more than 7,000 students in the year. 
The number of bible classes promoted 
during 1915 was 94, an Increase of 41 
over 1914. 
The bible class sessions to- 
talled 1,667 and were attended by 38,- 
072 students. 


"It is interesting to know," says Mr. 
Eymer, "tliat there has been a five per 
cent, decrease in the number of Indiana 
college men this past year. 
But 
our 
association membersliip has risen until 
it is now 3,858. 
Our associations this

Some Interesting Relics. 


A. D. Craig, of 1915 South Harrison 
street, 
who 
claims 
more 
"preferred 
stock" in the Y. M. C. A. than any other 
person in Indiana, has a number of books, 
papers, and articles of a 
Y. M. C. A 
souvenir character which he prizes very 
highly. 
One is 
a book entitled "Rich- 
ard Weaver's Life Story," presented to 
]\Ir. Craig when he was a delegate to the 
convention in England in 1898. 
On the 
lly leaf, in the donor's hand writing. Is 
the following: 


"Mr. A. D. Craig—With the esteem 
and Christian affection of George Wil- 
liams, K. G. & K. B., London, July 18, 
1898." 


Sir George 
Williams, wh gave Mr. 
Craig this book, was the fovmder of the 
Y. M. C. A. 
"The association 
had its 
birth in a little club of twelve men^ 
who met in a small room near Black- 
friar's bridge, London, in 1844. 
From 
that date until his death, Sir George 
Williams was an active worker in the 
interest of the Y. M. C. A., and wit- 
nessed 
its 
wonderful 
growth 
in 
all 
Christian countries of the world. 
Sir 
George, it is claimed, would have been 
a weathy man had he not contributed so 
freely to the support of the association. 
"When it was founded in 1844, he had a 
salary of $750 per annum and out ol 
this meagre sum he gave $250 annually 
to 
the 
association and later a niuch 
larger sum. 


Another relic is a certificate of mem- 
bership issued by Secretary J. W. Burns, 
June 14, 
1898, just before Mr. Craig 
sailed for Europe to attend the conven- 
tion. On the lower margin of this cer- 
tificate in his own 
hanfl-wrlting, Sir 
George Williams says: "God bless 
and 
prosper you all in Fort Wayne in your 
work for the young men. 
Prayers." 


Another souvenir is one of the first 
buttons ever gotten out for the Y. M. 
C. A. It 
was made in London and sur- 
rounding the monogran, 
"YMCA," are 
the words, "Europe, Oceanica, 
Africa, 
Asia and America." 
This button was 
formerly the property of the late Penn- 
sylvania Engineer R. E. Doty, AVho was 
chairman of the committee 
of manage- 
ment of the Railroad 
Y. M. C. A. in 
1898. 
He gave it to Mr. Craig. 
Mr. 
Craig will attend the state convention 
at Huntington as a representative of the 
state association. 
He is one of the old- 
est workers who are still active in the 
movement, his connection with the as- 
sociation commencing in 1887. The city 
o' -iopinfinn wns established in 1884 and 
the Railroad Y. M. C. A. in 1886.

Murdock foresees a bitter tight in the 
house of representati ves on the admin- 
istration program, and predicts that the 
fight will be led by aaude Kitchin of 
Korth Carolina, and Walter L. Hensley 
of ^Iis.souri. 


('•\A'il.son has become the leader of the 
conservative democi'ac.y.'' said Murdock. 
"Tho preparedness issue is the thing 
which momentarily is centering atten- 
tion, but 
more important than the 
preparedness issue in its ultimate effects, 
is the division between the Bryan or 
radical democrats and the ;McAdoo or 
conservative democrats. 
Brj'an left the 
cabinet because he was not Avanted by 
the inbinot. 
lie wavS out of sympathy 
with what the rest of the cabinet had 
come to stand for. The significant thing 
in Bryan's recent interview wa.s his al- 
lusion to the place the Manhattan 
club—where the president's preparedness 
speech was delivered. That was to Bry- 
an the 'abode of Mammon.' 
That is 
Bryan's trouble. 
He believes, and his 
friends and followers believe, that WTl- 
6on has become the safe and sane dem- 
ocrat, tho reliable democrat, the friend 
|of business and promotor-of-prosperity 
democrat, and that radicalism and prin- 
ciple can g8 hang. 


"As Bryan has quit for his radical 
principles, there will be a lot of other 
democrats who will quit. 
There are a 
lot of honest, earnest men in the demo- 
cratic party who have been much closer 
to the progressive point of view than 
they have to the Underwood-Simmons- 
Uverman-McAdoo democratic 
point of 
view. 
These men accepted Wilson on 
l-<ryan's say-so; they believed a.s Bryan 
believed that Wilson was a sure thing 
radical. And let me say, here, that it 
was Bryan's infiueiice which put through 
the Wilson legislative program. At every 
crisis when votes were needed and the 
jiresident was unable to get them, it 
was Bryan who stepped to the front and 
delivered his following. 
Without his 
help there would have been no federal 
reserve law, and the tariff would have 
been a mighty, different performance. 


'"But Brvan gradually found that he 
had been used up and had become from 
tilt! Wilson jKiint of view, a political lia- 
bilit.v. Ho found that most of the things 
he regarded as imiwrtant had become 
unimportant to (he administration and 
he had unquestionably come lo fee! that 
those con.servativo counsels which had so 
long dominated in one wing of the deni- 
fcratic part.v and which had completely 
liominatcd tli.^ old standpat republican 
party, had come to be the controlling 
voice in the \Vil.«on administration. So 


he separated himself from tho Wilson 
administration and 1 pretlict that as time 
goes on the division between the radical 
and the standpat sections of the demo- 
cratic par^- will become more evident, 
and tliat in the end tho democratic party 
will experience the same thing that hap- 
jiened wTien the forward-looking Repub- 
licans broke away and organized the 
progressive party. 


"Which leads me to my reason for be- 
lieving that the progressives ahould by 
ali means hold together at this time. 
Personally I do not caro whether the 
radical democrats come to us, or whether 
they form a new party and we go to 
them. The point is that we belong to- 
gether. 
There are two tnireconciiablc 
elements in both the ohl parties and 
these elements have got to separate and 
mingle each with its own kind. Then w • 
Avill have a proper and logical party 
alignment—a radical ])arty and a conser- 
vative party; a party which stands for 
human rights and a party which stands 
for property rightis; a party which is 
willing to move on to now anil bettor 
things and a party which is shackleil to 
the past and will forever be a backward- 
looking party. If we must be govorneil 
by a two-party system, that is what 
the two parties ought to be."

Se%vard, Alaska, Nov. 10.—This, the 
land of the Fâr North, is a country of 
"mushroom" citiep—the kind that come 
and go in a night. 
Will Seward be 
that kind? 
Will the fact that it is a 
seaport and the tidewater terminus of 
the government's railroad into the iia- 
tanuska coal fields give it stability and 
permanency 
Or is Seward afflictcd 
U'ith just a boom ? 


Few people have ever gone to Alaska 
to live. 
They %rnuld plan to stay only 
long enough to make their stake. Hard- 
ships'were too severe; the country so 
vast, too difficult of access, and too 
far from civilization.. 


For years 
fishing and fur trading 
•were the only things to attract

Spain, and larger by 190 square miles 
than all the states east of the Missis- 
sippi river, excepting Florida, jNIissis- 
sippi. y\labama,

and

Since 1904 
the Alaska 
Northern 
railroad has 
been 
ojicrating between 
Seward and Kern Creek at the head 
of fook inlet, a distance of 72 miles. 
This line has 
been one of the fev/ 
means of communication with the in- 
terior—except 
by 
trails—and 
unfor- 
tunately a very inaccurate 
and 
in- 
definite schedule handicapped its use- 
fulness. 
But with its purchase by the 
federal government, which will recon- 
struct it and extend it 400 miles fur- 
ther 
to 
Fairbanks, 
also 
running 
a 
branch to tlie ^latanuska coal fields, 
there will be an opening up of the 
country 
and incalculable advancement 
to industry. 


Investigation 
found 
the 
Seward- 
Fairbiuik.s route 
presented 
fewer en- 
ginci'riiig difiicultics in its building, and' 
was also one of the shortest, and there- 
fore it was selected. 


With the completion of this road the 
vast Kenai peninsula can be worked, 
and will be easily accessible at 
any 
time of the year. 
Not only will the 
vast coal and gold interests be opened 
up, but the finding ot copper, antimonv 
and lead veins will no doubt mean their 
profitable working. 
Certain sections of 
Alaska, notably Fairbanks, arc adopted 
to agricultural pursuits and the, rail- 
roads will make transportation of all 
products ])()ssil)lc and profitable. 
In .ad- 
dition to mineral 
interests, there is 
considerable inarketiibli' timber in the 
adjacent country.

mines are opened up it will be neces- 
sary to ship in most of the needed 
supplies except timber. 
And a further 
development of this 
field

doubtedly involve tiie building of other 
industries and establishments

Cities gi'ow because they are 
favorably located for bringing working

AccordinK to the letter, dated Sept. 29, 
Tays set out for Los Mochis, 225 miles 
away, on Sept. 5 in company of four 
companions and three Indian teamsters. 
They were met |jy 500 Indians »f the Villa 
faction and made prisoners. 
Despite his 
protest of American citizenship they were 
forced to march afoot five miles to the 
camp of the Indian chieftain. Tays and 
his companions 
begged for 
water and 
their 
entreaties 
only 
brought 
forth 
thrusts of revolvers in their sides. All 
the while the Indians dangled full can- 
teens before their famished captives. On 
their arriving at the camp the American 
and Jiis companions were robbed of $900. 
Then they were lined up and shot. 
The 
Indian teamsters fled but one was killed 
in trying to make hig escape. 


The 
father, 
accompanied 
by 
seven 
ajmed Americans, visited the scene of 
the tragedy next day but was unabJe to 
recognize the body of his son. Two days 
later Bachomo sent word to Tays that 
he would kill him too if he persisted In 
searching for his son's body. 


T^ys wrote his brother that he had 
notified Carranza authorities but 'so far 
the bandits had escaped punishment.

Need is Modem Constitu- 
tion and Independence 
for Her Municipalltiies. 


In t h e coursc of his recent 
addn-ss 
before the Saturday 
Lunoh club a t In- 
dianapolis, Theodore V. Thienio, of Fort 
Wayne, 
said: 


"I shall divide m y address into four 
p a r t s : 
lf.f. W h a t is 'Home 
Rule f o r 
C i t i e s r 
2nd, Wiiat kind of 'Kuh»' have 
t h e 
cities 
now? 
3rd, Who are t h e 
'Rulers' of the cities? 
4th, Disastrous 
results of this 'Rule,' and tlie remedy. 


"Ist. 
W h a t is 'Home Rule?' 
Free- 
dom of the city t o manage its own af- 
fairs; 
freedom 
from 
legislative 
inter- 
ferences; opportunity t o develop in the 
citizens a spirit of community 
strength 
and pride, a sense of responsibility and 
ownership, and a feeling t o do things 
and t o manage their own afTuirs in tlie 
way best suited t o their own needs. 


'••2nd. 
W h a t 
'Rule" have we now? 
The cities are in bondage t o the legis- 
lature. Uur constitution makes tlie leg- 
islature t h e custodian and guardian of 
the cities. 
Xot a thing 
can be done 
by t h e cities 
without 
specific 
permis- 
sion tiirough legislative 
enactment. 


"This 
inchides t h e whole 
organiza- 
tion of our cities, the method of con- 
ducting their evei-j- afTair, from build- 
ing a city hall down t o a jilaciiig an 
outhouse; from electing a mayor to ap- 
pointing a street 
cleaner: 
from con- 
ducting a waterworks jilaut t o taking 
care of a dog pound; 
from building a 
street to running a g u t t e r ; 
from col- 
lecting taxes to paying debts and pre- 
scribing 
t h e debt 
limit: 
everything 
must be done 
according t o law.' and 
the 'law' must be pased by the legis- 
lature. 


This is all because the state consti- 
tution 
framers in 1851 
forgot 
about 
the cities entirely , or did not consider 
them of sufficient importance t o merit 
attention, and so 'scraped' them all into 
this general 
section: 


" ' A r t . 11, Section 13. 
Corporations, 
other than banking, shall n o t be created 
by special act, but may be framed un- 
der general laws." 


The word 'city' or "'town' is not even 
mentioned, but 
twelve secti(nis of this 
Article' are devoted to banking. 
Tliis 
shows the small 
imiiortance of the 
cities in 1 8 5 1 ; and yet to this day no 
change has been made in the constitu- 
tion. 
There is a reason. 


Who Are Rulers of the Present? 
.3d. W h a are t h e 'Rulers?' T!ie 
answer t o this question is the "meat' in 
the 'ensalved city cocoanut.' 
In 1 8 5 1 
Indiana framed a new constitution. Our 
little towns of tliat day, (we had no 
cities), 
contained 
nothing 
wortli 
while 
stealing, or even giving away. 


'"These towns had no needs, and so 
asked no favors of t h e constitutional 
convention. 
But wlien tin- towns "gicw 
to 
manhood' and became 
cKies, 
they 
had t o perform certain necessary func- 
tions—the cities had t o judx ide 
\\ati'r, 
light, gas and street car faciliiies, judice 
and fire, departnicnts,.solioul.s and p a r k s ; 
liad to buihi 
scu ers. 
sf reel s, 
bridges 
and ])ublic buildings and peiforni nianv 
itlier public functions, ami 
iiad lo or- 
ganize a. dejiartment of linaiii-e. 
All of 
these are recogni/cil 
biisiin'.-> fniiclions 
whicli cost money to ojx-rate. and for 
which t h e citizens m u s t 
pay. 


"These 
functions can be divided in 
t w o 
classes—the 
'paid-by-individuals- 
•ash-on-receipt" services, and t h e 'pnid- 
b.v-community" in taxes 
twice a year 
vices. 
•'The 
'paid-by-individuar 
functions 
are 
street cars, gas, liglit and water, 
and a r e called 
public 
utilities. T h e 
paid-by-community" 
functions ar.> 
schools, 
police 
a n d tire 
departments, 
and all others n o t included in public 
utilities. 


" I t w a s soon 
discovered 
t h a t t h e 
paid-by-individual" 
functions 
could be 
made immensely 
profitable, so organiz- 
c<I private 
ca]tital 
invaded our cities 
ind secured exclusive franchises t o op- 
rate all of these public functions. T h e 
paid-by-community' 
functions a r e all 
of 
them 
unjirofitable -in fact a r e a 
heavy biirden on the citizens. 
In other 
wards, t h e functions known as public 
utilities a r e money-makers—all 
other 
city 
enterprises are money-losers. 


Franchises and 
Protection. 
"In 
addition t o securing 
long-term 
franchises, 
private 
capital 
desired ad- 
ditional protection 
from interference in 
capitalization, rate making and 
quality 
of service rendered; and t o do this tliey 
found it necessary to enter 
politics. 
They called t o their assistance the 'pol- 
itical boss,' who in tiirn controlled the 
saloon and all tliat goes with 
what is 
called the 'liquor' \ote. and t h e 'boss* 
became the agent of ])ublic utilities. He 
furnished the votes, and they fimushed 
the money and the law. 


"Franchises 
were secured by means 
of b r i b e r c o r n i p t i o n and t h e tra<ling 
of ollices for votes, a condition 
made 
jjossible only througli a system of city 
government under which the cities are 
operated b.v politicians in the intere.st 
of political f)arties, and where the par- 
ties are controlled by t h e political or- 
ganization and the 'bos-si's.' 


"In 
order t o maintain 
this 
weak, 
shifting, easily 
controlled 
government, 
private 
capital in public 
utilities se- 
cured 
control of the 
legislature—the 
'guardian of the cities." 
The 'invisible' 
government in our 
state has 
always 
been t h e pulic 
utilities a s represented 
by their attorneys, assisted by political 
hosBes; and these two agencies, aided by 
the 'purchased' or political press, 
have 
conspired together these many years to 
keep t h e people in t h e densest ig- 
norance a s t o the deep causes of their 
troubles. 


"The 'liquor' interests, being in con- 
trol of t h e cities, have 
selected t h e 
'right' men for the legislature; and ev- 
ery 
spasmodic 
awakening of the citi- 
zens, a s evidenced by a t t e m p t s t o put 
through some law in t h e direction of 
better 
conditions, has invariably 
been 
killed in the legislature. On the 
otlicr 
hand, 
laws 
intended 
still 
further t o 
strengthen the hold of this corrupt body 
of conspirators on the unorganized cit- 
izenship have been put through prompt- 
ly 
under t h e wlup 
lash 
of ^ 'party 
loyalty.'

.Anthony amendment in the sixty-fourth 
congress. 
The' last animal convention of 


t h e national association instructed the 
hoard and the congressional committee 
to pursue work on the Shafroth resolu 
lion, but owing to the misconceptions of 
and opposition to the Shafroth amend- 
ment on the, part of many affiliated or- 
ganizations, tin: national hoard is un- 
willing to take the responsibility of vc- 
introducing the Shafroth amendment in 
the sixty-fourth congress anfl considers 
it advisable to 
leave to 
the 
annual 


convention the decision as to whether or 
not thu Shafroth amendment shall be. 
continued n.s a subsiduary measure of 
legislation." 


The board also gave out the following 


letter 
from lira. Medill 
McCormick, 


chairman of the congressional commit- 
tee, reviewing the national's experience 
with the Shafroth resolution: 


"For forty-livo years the National 


American Woman Suffrage association 
has been fighting for the federal amend- 
ment which would give, the women of 
the whole country the right to vote and 
put an end to the long and wearisome 
state campaigns. Owing to political and 
social conditions that amendment has 
progressed but slowly. 
Two years ago 


the congressional committee of the nil- ! 
tional association evolved the. Sliafrnt'i 
amendment ,is a 'pathbreaker' for the 
Susan 
B. 
Anthony amendment. 
The 


Shafroth was intended to give us more 
states and thus enable its more quickly 
to secure the federal amendment, which 
we all want and for which we are all 
working. 


'•The Shafroth resolution, it must be 


frankly said, has interested 
constitu- 


tional lawyers and public men much 
more keenly than it has interested the 
women. 
Among our own people it has 


won intellect mil converts, but very few 
emotional converts. 
It is much easier to 


silence the critic in debate than it is to 
inspire real allegiance to it. 
This is 


because the Shafroth resolution is an 
intricate piece of legislation. 
After all, 


you know, women are not very different 
from men in their relish for simple, is- 
sues nn<*. simple slogans. Trying to en- 
thuse our women over the Shafroth res-

Industrial Accidents in Indiana. 


Operation of the new workmen's compensation law in Indian 


is not only affording an easy and satisfactory method of legal ad 
justinent for liability, hut it is giving the public a new insight mt 
both the extent and the source of the industrial mishaps which to 
and maim. Figures compiled by the state industrial commission 
from.repom of.accidents which must now be made to them under 
the law indicate a frequency of personal injury that would have 
hardly been suspected before accurate information was at hand 


Take the report on Indiana for October, for example. Twenty- 


toe persons were killed in accident* and 2,762 injured. Of this num. 
W 310 accidents injured employes of railroad corporations and *ev- 


eral hundred occurred in the building trades. Four deaths were 
caused bv electrocution. The expense for medical aid m these cases 
Counted to $1,896. A great number of accidents, 1,345, occurred 
to men between 16 and 30 years old. Sixty-e.ght women employes 
suffered accidents. The average weekly wage of men injured ranged 
Sfm $63 a week to «! a week and averaged $13.17 
The week y 


wage of women ranged from $12 a week to $3 a week and averaged

electrical devices and comrade of Wil- 
liam F. Cody (Buffalo Bill) is the life 
story of William Gavitt, broker of this 
city, and cousin of Frank Gavitt, formei 
state senator and traction magnate of 
Whiting, Ind. 


Gavitt says he is the man who pul 


the telephone on the map in Indiana. He 
brought the first telephone instrument 
to Evansville in 1879. and he believes 
this first voice transmitter was the first 
in the state. 
From Boston, Mass.. lie 


brought ten instruments he had obtained 
from Theodore Vail, then president of 
the Bell telephone system. At first he 
encountered many 
difficulties. 
People 


said the telephone intruded on the pri- 
vacy of the home; that it was the lazy 
man's invention; 
encouraged idleness; 


was a "hardship on errand boys"; 
'sounded like a ghost in the cellar," or 
"like a ghost speaking." 


Gavitt says that on« wealthy man ap- 


proached by him on the subject of a 
partnership, criticised him as visionary 
and said that he would never get 100 
subscribers in Evansville. 
Gavitt got 


the agency for the telephone in this dis- 
trict while its use was in its infancy 
and he started a ten-telephone exchange. 
In Boston Vail said to Gavitt: "There 
will come a time when yon will want to 
talk to me and you will not have to 
come to Boston to do it," 
Both these 


men have lived to see this prophecy 
come true. 


Gavitt, who has seen the wedding of 


the telephone and modern business, also 
witnessed the first fights that were 
waged against this new invention. The 
telegraph companies were 
among the 


strongest opponents of the telephone. 


The first electric light ever seen in 


this city was also brought here by 
Gavitt. "He offered to put in a plant for 
what the gas would cost for three years, 
but his proposal was rejected. Garitt 
was at ono time governor of St. George 
Island, in tho Pribiloff group, having 
been appointed to this position during 
the Cleveland administration. He crossed 
the plains with Buffalo Bill, was the tel- 
egrapher for the Santa Fc railroad, when 
the road extended only to I* Junta, Col.. 
and later was with the Union Pacific] 
Gavitt was a personal friend of Daniel 
W. Voorhces, for many years United 
States senator from Indiana.

Seward, Alaska, Nov. 10.—This, thq 


land of the Far North, is a country of 
"mushroom" cities—the kind that come 
»nd go in a night. 
Will Seward be 


that kind? 
Will the fact that it is a. 


seaport and the tidewater terminus of 
the government's railroad into the Mil- 
tanuska coal fields give it stability and 
permanency 
Or is SewaM afflicted 


with just'a boom? 


Few people have over gone to Alaska 


to live. They would plan to stay only 
long enough to make their stake. Hard- 
ships were too severe; the country so 
vast, too difficult of access, and too 
far from civilization. 


For years fishing and fur trading 


were the only things to attract the 
•white man to Alaska; then, as min- 
erals were discovered and mined, th' 
matter of transportation became im- 
perative. 
Railroads are a very poten'. 


factor in the opening and development 
of a country. 
In 1912 congress cre- 


ated the Alaska Railroad commission. 
Progress in Alaska began to assume1 
definite .proportions. 
With the passing 


of the new 
railway bill in March, 


1914, the backbone was given to fur- 
ther advancement. At the present time 
Alaska has less tlian 500 miles of 
railway—this in nine disconnected sys- 
tems—and it is a vast country, greater 
than combined Germany, 1'rance 
and 


Spain, and larger by 190 square miles 
than all the states east of the Missis- 
sippi river, excepting Florida, "Missis- 
sippi. Alabama, \\Yst Virginia 
and 


Wisconsin. 


Since 1904 the Alaska 
Northern 


railroad has been operating between 
Seward and Kern C'reek at the head 
of Cook inlet, a distance of 72 .miles. 
This line has 
been one of the few 


means of communication with the in- 
terior—except 
by 
trails—and 
unfor- 


tunately a very inaccurate 
and 
in- 


definite schedule handicapped its use- 
fulness. 
But with its purchase by the 


federal government, which will recon- 
struct it and extend it 400 miles fur- 
ther to 
Fairbanks, also running a 


branch to the Matanuska coal field.*, 
there will be an opening up of the 
country and incalculable advancement 
to industry. 


Investigation 
found 
the 
Seward- 


Tairbanks route presented fewer en- 
gineering difficulties in its building, and 
w«s also one of the shortest, and there- 
fore it was selected. 


With the completion of this road the 


vast Kcnai peninsula can be worked, 
and will be easily accessible at any 
time .of the year. 
Not only will the 


vast coal and gold interests' be opened 
up, but the finding of cupper, nntitnnnv 
and lead veins will no doubt, mean their 
profitable working. 
Certain sci-tions of 


Alaaka, notably Fairbanks, are adopte.i 
to agricultural 
pursuits and the rail- 


roads will make transportation of nil 
products possible uiirl profitable. 
In ad- 


dition to mineral 
interests, there is 


considerable marketable timber in tin 
adjacent country.

Bias Slnaloa, Mexico, arc contained in a 
letter received today by J. W. Tays, of 
this city, from hit brother. E. H. Tays, 
father of th» murdered man. 


According to the letter, dated Sept. 21, 


Tnys set out for Loi Mochls, 225 miles 
away, on Sept. 6 In company of four 
companions and three Indian teamster*. 
They were ro«t by BOO Indians «f the Villa 
faction and mad« prisoners. Despite his 
protest of American citizenship they were 
forced to march afoot live miles to tho 
camp of tho Indian chieftain. Tays and 
his companions begged for water and 
their entreaties 
only 
brought 
forth 


thrusts of revolvers In tholr. sides. All 
the while the Indians .dangled full can- 
teens before their famished captives. On 
their arriving at the camp the American 
and his companions were robbed of $900. 
Then they were lined up and shot. The 
Indian teamsters fled but one was killed 
In trying to make his escape.

father, 
accompanied by seven 


armed Americans, visited the scene of 
the tragedy next day but was unable to 
recognize the body of his son. Two days 
later Bachomo sent word 10 Tays that 
he would kill him too If ho persisted In 
searching for his son's body.
